The Pe rsia ns, whose boa st is tha t the y, of 
a ll the na tions of we ste rn Asia , ha ve the 
most highly e duca te d a nd re fine d ta ste , pa 
culia r me nta l a dva nta ge s a nd the olde st 
civiliz a tion, ha ve ce rta inly a tta ine d the 
highe st pitch of re fine me nt in re spe ct to 
pipe s a nd toba cco. 
The Pe rsia n toba cco, 
known unde r the na me of ta mba ku, is some ­ 
wha t diffe re nt from othe r sort« , a dde d to 
which the a ppa ra tus out of which it is e n 
joye d is de cide dly diffe re nt 
Its ssve ra J 
pa rts a re a s follows: First of a ll is the ve s­ 
se l for holding wa te r, which is ma de e ithe r 
out of cla y, of which the be st a re pre pa re d 
a t Nisva ha n, or of glass, which a re im­ 
porte d from Russia or Bohe mia , or, la stly, 
of cocoa nut mounte d in silve r. 
This Ia si-if 
justly a ccounte d the most lux urious for the 
nut is ca re fully se le cte d a nd the n se t in 
silve r or gold, sple ndidly cha se d, a nd ofte n 
a dorne d with pre cious stone s. 
The n the he a dpie ce is hollow; ofte n 
much a s a foot high, ma de of bla ck wood, 
but, a mong the riche r cla sse s, some time s of 
silve r, a nd is a dorne d with Uttle cha ins or 
othe r orna me nts. 
On the top of this is se t 
the pipe bowl, which is ma de e ithe r of cla y 
or wood. 
Its inne r surfa ce is sme a re d 
with cha lk; the oute r surfa ce , on the con­ 
tra ry, is, by the rich, pla te d with silve r or 
gold, a nd ofte n cove re d with a ll sorts of 
orna me nts a nd je we ls. 
For this purpose 
e na me l is e spe cia lly e mploye d, on which e x * 
quisite pa tte rns a re pa inte d, a nd the a rtists 
of Ispa ha n a nd of Shira s, who a re the most 
ce le bra te d in this line , ofte n re ce ive a s much 
a s from $ 2 0 to 1 4 0 for pa inting a nd a dorn­ 
ing one of the se bowla . 
The la st pie ce ol 
the 
complicated a ppa ra tus is the 
this 
tube, 
which 
is 
fix e d 
in 
the 
ve sse l 
containing wa te r. 
In its pla ce is some 
times use d a long sna ke like tube ma de of 
leather. 
This, howe ve r, is conside re d a 
piece of lux ury, a nd se ldom use d e x ce pt 
when traveling or riding on horse ba ok. 
On 
such occasions, the se rva nt, who ride s be ­ 
hind his ma ste r, ca rrie s the a ppa ra tus, while 
the la tter only holds the mouthpiece. 
Taken ail in all, the Persian water pipe is, 
when tastily made, a very ornam ental piece 
cf furniture. 
It is also more Oriental in its 
character than the chibouque, as the smoker 
ii obiiged to sit down while using it. 
The 
Persian is passionately fond of it, a nd whe n, 
leaning forward from bis seat, he breathes 
around him the light wreaths of pe rfume d 
smoke, he has attained the highest of e njoy­ 
ment. 
The Turkish chibouque is a t all time s 
and 
places equally 
agreeable; 
but the 
Persian 
water pipe is 
considered to be 
most enjoyable in the early morning, and 
just before sunset. 
Every Persian house 
lias, 
in the middle of its court, a small 
fountain, by the side of which they espe­ 
cially love to smoke. 
The best tainbaku is grown in Shiraz and 
its neighborhood, especially in the village 
Zorgue. 
It is there produced in tolerably 
largo quantities and the yearly export of 
tnis article amounts to some $50,000. 
It is, 
for the most part, packed in sacks, with the 
leaf entire, 
and, 
as it is very friable, the 
consumer prepares it for use by merely rub­ 
bing it between his fingers. 
The tobacco 
should never be allowed to remain wet for 
a 1 >ngor tin « than an hour uefore being 
smoked, and the water in the water holder 
should 
be 
chauged 
for 
every 
fresh 
pipe. 
Altogether 
it requires more ca re­ 
ful 
attendance 
than 
the 
Turkish 
pipe. 
Consequently a Persian keeps more a erv -1 
ants for this end. 
At least two are neces­ 
sary—one to fill the pipe, and the other tc 
hand it when filled to his ma*ter. 
W hen ot 
a journey, such a servant has a horse especi­ 
ally set apart for him. 
On one side of the 
saddle hangs the leather water bottle, on the 
ther the pan of live coals, while pipe and 
tobacco are packed in a case fixed to the 
pommel of the saddle. 
Those servants ars 
f .r the mo»t part very nimble in doing their 
\ ork, and it is interesting to see such a one 
< ) a jju rn ev put together the different parts 
- f the whole concern and with outstretched 
arm give his master the mouthpiece while 
both are in full gallop. 
As the Persian is on ail occasions a careful 
observer of c-tiquotte, he has numberleM 
ceremonies to be observed with regard tr, 
tho pipe. 
He has summer pipes and winter 
pipes, 
pipes for different rank»,, ages and 
sc-xes. When a party is given it is customary 
that pipes be offered to the whole company 
s-.multaneou»ly. 
The servants approach in 
ime, each offars his pipe to the smoker for 
whom it i . destinod a t o n o a u l the same 
moment, aud it is only when they have re­ 
tired 
that 
the master of 
the bouse 
opens 
tho 
gurgling 
concert, 
all 
the 
guests 
carefully keeping 
time 
with 
him. 
A fter 
a few 
pulls 
the pipes 
are exchanged, both parties observing set 
formalities und making many bows as they 
mutually give and receive this token of e»- 
teem and confidence. 
Neglect in this cere- 
wory i- considered the height of bad breed­ 
ing, and to put the pipe more than half an 
inch in tho mouth as a mark of great greed­ 
iness. 
It must, however, be observed that 
these niceties of behavior are net observed 
merely by the higher and better educated 
i lassies, but are in vogue among 
the lower 
cr ier* ario, for every Persian wishes to be 
coa diered poll to. 
The ladies, who in Persia enjoy considera* 
Lly more freedom than in Turkey, can in* 
luigo themselves 
with smoking 
with les* 
t ms train t than 
in the 
latter 
country. 
Young girri aud 
elderly 
matrous alike 
Sen d hours over their pipes, the richer ones 
accompanying every 
third whiff with a bit 
f sugar.
